People forget the true 
vecation ef the statesman and ask 
the President to become a mere 
almoner for broken down poli- 
ticians, who suddenly loom up into 
greatness through the miraculous 
power of Presidential preference. 
Mr. Cleveland fell in with this 
view and wore himself out in try- 
ing to divide fairly among the 
hungry and clamorous multitudes, 
instead of devoting the energies 
of his administration to realities, 
like the tariff, the fisheries, foreign 
relations, national finances and 
such matters. These were let to 
suffer, while the vast question of 
who should be Postmaster of New 
Yerk or Surveyor-General of Ne- 
vada convulsed the country, ab- 
sorbed the Senate and unsettled 
the business of several deport- 

_ ments of National Government. 
*The game is not worth the pow- 
der and the whole business will 
end by the people, the President 
and Congress uniting to puta stop 
to such foolishness. 

There is no reason why & man 
should not do his work as well for 
the Gevernment as fer any other 
employer, and no more reason for 
changing a good Postmaster be- 
cause of his politics than because 
he isan Odd Fellow ora Presby- 
terian. If he earns his wages pay 
it to him and that is quits; if he 
does not, let him go and promote 
his deputy, but do not devote the 
whole energies of a great nation 
to such a contemptible contro- 
versy.

Wug- 
lund further said that the vessel’s 
coal boxes were afire On two occasions. 
The first fire occurred at one o’clock 
on the night of the 29th of March and 
the second at half-past three in the 
afternoon of the following day. The 
passengers heard of both fires and 
showed more uneasiness over a com- 
paratively slight accident than when 
the vessel became totally disabled. 
Waglund was loud in his praise uf the 
captain and crew of the steamer Mis- 
souri, which rescued the Danmark’s 
passengers.

A Claim Dispute settied. 

Kansas Crry, April 23.—The Star’s 
Guthrie special says the first home- 
stead filed at Guthrie was by Mark 8. 
Cohn of Fort Smith, Ark. The first 
soldier to file his declaritory statement 
was Benton Turner, a private of Com- 
pany 1, 6th Illinois Cavalry. During 
yesterday, three town sites—Guthrie, 
Oklahoina City and Edmond—three 
homesteads und twenty-one soldiers’ 
declaritory statements were filed.

Johnson, heading a litile 
procession at the Land Office, laid 
down a rough chart of Guthrie and 
filed it as a town site. This is the 
first paper presented.

Office will not be opened until Thurs- 
day. At five o’clock yesterday even- 
ing a pistol report across Cottonwood 
Creek, west of the depot outside of the 
town site reserve, attracted attention. 
In &@ moment a man on horse back 
went west over the hill at a break- 
neck speed. Two deputies went over, 
but were told that nothing had oc- 
cureed, 


The Star reporter got a boat and 
crossed the streams, however, to in- 
vestigate.

The ball from the revolver 
had passed entirely through the breast. 
The shooting was done by a man who 
claimed to have the first stake boat 
claim which Compis and partner had 
settled off.

ARTESIAN WATER... 
What Was Accomplished by Piuck 
and Intelligence. 

The Central Nevadan says: Love- 
locks is in ecstasy over # discovery 
made by one of the leading cattlemen, 
Joe Marzen, whose stamina and fore- 
sight promises to have developed, for 
the good of that neighborhood, a won- 
derful change. The Winter was ex- 
ceptionally dry and the ranchers of 
Lovelocks, in common with Mr. Mar- 
zen, were looking forward to the parch- 
ing of their lands by the Summer ann, 
when cattle would suffer from want of 
provender and water; when the valley 
would be destitute of grass, and the 
Humboldt dry. To avoid such a dis- 
faster as would naturally follow, the 


only way out of the quandry was to 
obtain water by artesian on The 
adventure was not enticing, with con- 
considerable expense attached, and 
predictions against the success of the 
effort. 

While others dolefully pined over 
their ordeal, Marzen set to work on 
his ranch, two miles out of town, to 
dig a trench 10 feet wide and 30 feet 
long to the clay strata, uncovered 18 
feet below sur ground, and, with 
an augur, penetrated this formation 
(6 feet through) to one of sand. Im- 
mediately a tremendous stream of 
water gushed forth of sufficient force 
to rise through pipe to four feet above 
the meadow land. 

Thig achievement dictated the ex- 
cavating of a larger basin and the en- 
trance of more wells to the sand 
formation, so the owner opened a 
trench 30 feet wide and 100 feet long, 
supplied by six wells.

NOW ENFORCE IT. 


Tobacce Dealers Should Read the 
Following. 


The last Legislature passed an act 
to restrict the sale of cigarettes, cigars 
and tobacco. <A synopsis of its pro- 
visions may be of interest to dealers 
in Reno. Itis now unlawful for any 
person or persons within this State to 
sell or give to any minor under 
the age of eighteen years, any 
cigarettes, cigars, or any tobacco of 


any description, except that upon the 
written order of the parent or guar- 
dian of the minor. The person applied 
to may give or sell to the minor for 
the use of the guardian or parent, to- 
bacco or cigars, said written request to 
be kept on file by the seller or giver of 
the article sO.sold or given away. 

Any violation of the provisions of 
this act is a misdemeanor, and on con- 
viction before a Justice of the Peace, 
the offender shall be fined ‘not more 
than five hundred dollars and not less 
than one hundred dollars, or impris- 
oned in the county jail not exceeding 
six months nor less than fifty days, or 
both such fine and imprisonment. 
The Justice of the Peace shall also tax 
as costs, fifty dollars in addition to the 
fine, to be paid to the informer. 

If any dealer in cigarettes, cigars 
and tobacco shall be convicted twice 
for the commission of the offense de- 
scribed in the first section of the act, 
he shall forfeit his license or licenses 
for carrying on his business and no li- ; 
cense shall be again granted to him to 
carry on a like business in the State of 


Nevada.

Yet his appearance was not particularly 


few brass buttons which adornéd an an- 
cient “reefer.””

witchcraft in Connecticut. But the Con- 
necticut deiusion, thovgh it seems to have 
been earlier than the similar misfortune in 
Massachusetts, never did reach such shock- 
ing proportions, nor go to such extremes as 
that. There were two executions here in 
Hartford in or about 1668 of two women, 
Greensmith and Barnes, convicted of 
witchcraft. The former, we think, made 
an extraordinary confession after she 
had been convicted of the truth of her 
“familiarity with the devil,” as the cus- 
tomary charge in such cases was worded. 
Her confession—which is not fit for print— 
showed at least a robust and most fertile 
and peculiar imagination. It is one of the 
strange features of that witchcraft mania, 
here and in Massachusetts, that so many of 
the persons who were convicted were ready 
toconfess the truth of the charge made 
against them. . It, must have been an illus- 
tration of unconscious psychologizing, by 
@ great wave or surrounding atmosphere of 
faiiatical. superstitious delusion which 
reigned for awhile in those places, and 
which made the accused wretches realiy 
feel that. they had done the evil charged 
upon them, and which their excited imag- 
inations added to and broadened out mto 
the wildest grotesquerie of monstrous fan- 
tasies and absurdities. The scene of the 
Hartford hangings was on the commanding 
summit near the head of Vernon street, not 
far from Trinity College (on that remark- 
able ridge or dike of trap-rock, naturally 
placed for a geographical marvel), on top of 
an infinitely newer free-stone formation—a 
Gike which here sweeps down through a 
considerable portion of Connecticut. The 
location was for more than a century there- 
after known as “Gallows Hill.”” We do not 
know that any other witches were hanged 
there; the delusion seems to have been 
worse, and to have been followed by more 
executions, in Fairfield County—where it 
was raging later, simultaneously with the 
mania at Salem—in 1 

In the Times of August 8, 1820, are sev- 
eral columns of an account of Connecticut 
witchcraft, written by William L. Stone in 
the New York Commercial Advertiser, of 
which he was then the editor, and from 
which paper the Times quoted it. It seems 
to be only a part of Stone’s long account, 
and it. was obtained when he was editor of 
the Connecticut. Mirror, here in Hartford, 
from a tiume-stained bundle of old manu- 
scripts upon which he chanced to come in 
looking over a large lot of ancient papers 
that had been brovght to light from the old 
garret of the Wyllis mansion. Wyllis was 
the old Colonial Secretary, and naturally 
would be in the way of having charge of 
such old papers as. thése, which were 
in a separate packet, labeled ‘‘ Witchcraft 
Trials,’ and that was what attracted 
Colonel Stone’s attention and led him to 
a careful study of the papers. What after- 
ward became of them we know not; but 
the extracts so fully made by Stone are im- 
portant as throwing light on the part taken 
by Connecticut in the history of the witch- 
craft delusion.

of the persecutions and confusions wrought 
upon sundry vefy innocent persons living in 
that neighborhood. Mercy Disborough was 
one of a number of witches thereabout—two 
of whom at least were indicted at the same 
time—in the only court of oyer and termi- 
ner ever organized in Connecticut, to wit; 
Mercy Disborough and Elizabeth Clawson. 
Goody Clawson escaped conviction, but Mercy 
Disborough, of Compo (in the present town- 
ship of Westport), was not.so lucky., Both 
were bound, band and foot, according to the 
good old English custom, and pitched head 
firstintothe water. The test was that if the 
accused sank and drowned, it was prima 
facie. case of innocence. If she floated, she 
was clearly a witch and must be executed. 
Mercy Disborough and Goody Clawson both 
floated—*“‘ like. cork’’—nor did one pious 
servant of the Lord succeed in pressing the 
former under, albeit he did dutifully and 
stoutly try. The Clawson woman, however, 
and we believe one or two other witches, 
were acquitted; but Mercy Disborough was 
not.so easily let off. She had sorely afflicted 
divers persons by supernatural pinchings, 
prickings and still worse punishments. But 
there was some hitch in the proceedings; 
there was another trial, and though she was 
again convicted, it is pretty well ascertained 
that for some oocult reason she never was 
executed. The Times says, editorially (1820), 
that one whole famiiy, named Godfrey, in 
Fairfield County, were hanged for witch- 
craft and that one witch was burned in 
Hartford—but this latter statement was an 
error. Witcheraft, a mixture of supersti- 
tion, paganism and distorted Christianity 
got its definite character from the old doc- 
trine of Satan. In the vain ponderings on 
the origin of evil, the constitution of the 
will, and such problems, the superstition of 
the Middle Ages rose like a foul exhalation 
andsweptover England and Germany. The 
world was subject notte one God, but two— 
dhd “the Devil’ had a power only second to 
that of God, and this power, which had en- 
abled him to seduce Eve, qualified him to 
lead astray her descendants. There was one 
wizard to every hundred witches; so the 
men oftener escaped accusation. But what 
a frightful time it was—-when any malicious 
or half-psychologized woman could accuse 
any other of her sex, and have her tried 
{and very likely convicted) of such mon- 
strous things! It seems astonishing that 
convictions of witchcraft were reached in 
England as late as 1736—and executions in 
Germany almost as late as the beginning of 
this century.
